A spok esman for H arrah s Casino, 
where the 19 -y ear-old entertainer was 
employ ed at the tim e of his abdu c­ 
tion Doc. 8 , confirmed that a new 
motel room w as being prepared for 
him. 
Pat France, v ice president of Har- 
rah ’s, said, howev er, that Sinatra Jr. 
definitely wou ldn't 
resu m e sing ing 
before Tu esday nig ht. He is featu red 
with the Tommy Dorsey Band, which 
tak es Monday nig hts off. 
Tino Barzie, the y ou th’s m anag er, 
told newsmen: 


“ We’re mo v ing him to ano ther 
ro o m in the mo tel rig ht no w. It’ll 
be harder fo r any bo dy to g et to him 
in the new ro o m.” 
Frank Jr. spent the weekend at 
the Lo s Ang eles ho me o f his mo th­ 
er. 


The FBI, m eantim e, reported fu r-1 
thor prog ress in its efforts to accou nt 
for all of the 8 240.000 that Sinatra Sr. !

Fiiends o f the two y o ung er men 
ex pressed sho ck and surprise at 
their alleg ed inv o lv ement in the 
case. 
Keenan's father, stock brok er John 
J. Keenan, described his son as “ a 
fine k id” and said that lik e most 
boy s, he w as interested in cars. He 
recalled that ex cept for one minor 
bru sh with the law—the theft of a 
case of beer in 195 9—he'd nev er been 
in seriou s trou ble. 
A m sler's police record was a short 
one, too. He had three arrests in 
California, the latest for trespassing 
and an earlier one for v iolation of the 
Alcoholic Bev erag e Control Act. 
Irwin had a record ex tending ov er 
16 y ears in Maine, M assachu setts, 
New 
Jersey 
and 
California. 
The 
charg es inclu ded disorderly condu ct, 
assau lt and battery , desertion, non­ 
su pport and dru nk enness. 
Sinatra Sr., meanwhile, w as g rad­ 
u ally g etting back into the show' bu si­ 
ness rou tine.
